Three Thousand People Will See the j Their Dishonesty Manifested by Sup- 


yesjtc-rday H. H. Beck came into this 


city from the valley where he has 
been figuring on moving the machin- 
ery In his mill to Eeno, sayn the Ap- 
peal. It is his intention to take the 
machinery out and place it in a new 
house, that is built to fit, in the River- 
Side town. 
Reno he has concluded 


needs a couple of flour mills, as the 
one there is not able to handle all the 
business. 


When talking with Mr. Beck yester- 


day he stated that the sole reason that 
he concluded to move to Reno was 
business, strictly business 
That town 


has ottered Inducements sufficient to 
hold him and already he has built the 
foundation for a flour mill. 
He will 


move the Carson valley mill to 
the 


new home and commence the manu- 
facture of flour in the Riverside town. 
He will then ask the Carsonites to as- 
sist him in the mere purchase of his 
manufactured article. 


Mr. Beck, the Appeal believes act- 


ed hastily. 
Had he come to this city 


placed his mill 'in operation and com- 
menced the manufacture of flour there 
is no doubt that he would have re- 
ceived a good support from the town 
people and would in the end -have 
opened up a good market for his man- 
ufactured article. 
Carson is certainly 


a field for this sort of an enterprise. 
This city consumes many thousands 
of pounds of flour every month and 
every dollar that is expended goes to 
benefit some foreign concern, be it 
Reno or some California firm. There 
is no reason on earth why a flour mill 
here would not pay the promoter. Ine 
one reason that we believe that Mr. 
Beck made a mistake, was that he has 
a new mill within a few miles of this 
city. That the expenses of operating 
would be less than in Reno and that 
he would have had a market to him- 
self for his product. 


Carson is in a measure to blame for 


his moving away. He invited the peo- 
ple to meet him, talk the affair over 
and see what support he could depend 
upon. 
At the meeting of his asking 


there were so few people present that 
it is unpleasant to recall the fact. Mr. 
Beck naturally felt that the people 
took little interest in the affair that 
was to benefit the entire community 
and directly loked around for a better 
field, and believes that he has found it. 
Had Carson on the other hand shown 
him a proper reception and her bus- 
iness men offeied him a helping hand, 
or even general interest, there is no 
doubt that the mill would now be un- 
der construction.. As it is there has 
been lost -an opportunity to generally 
benefit the city, and all because Car- 
son lacks organization for public ben- 
efits.

It will be the first national encamp- 


ment ever helJ on the Pacific coast

fornia is taking an interest with the 
city of San Francisco in arranging 
for the reception and Entertainment 
of the visitors. 
The expert testimony 


of passenger agents whose roads reach 
San Ftancisco directly or indirectly is 
that the crowd will be the largest ever 
enteitamed in this city. 


Commander 
in chief 
Stpwart and 


his tis-sociates of the' executive com- 
in.ttee have chosen four days—Aug- 
ust IS, 20, 21 and 22—as the period 
of the national convention.

T vurioua t:ines In the recent past some of our Re- 


publican contemporaries have rather satirically in- 


ttuired as tot 
'i cw the Democratic and Silver party press 


•of Nevada felt on the subject of the Silver trust, which 
ks supposed to be boosting1 the- price of the white metal. 
*Iho p'li i CPC- of such inquiries is of course, to make it 
appear that in older to be consistent, Democrats in this 
SUate must oniiose the silver trust, because they are op- 
posed to trusts in genei al. The answer to these inqun- 
ies is a gieat deal easier than appeals at first blush. 


The status of silver is very different from that of com- 


modities in general that aie controlled by trusts. The so- 
called silver; trust does not and cannot limit the produc- 
tion of the -metal hi order to force up the pi ice. It is little 
more than a seling concern and all it can do is to with- 
hold from the maiket a portion, of the product when the 
price is unsatisfactory. 
Any person having- a commodity 


tor sale can do that. But in the case of silver such ac- 
fcion whenever possible is not only justifiable, but neces- 
sary for the reason that the London brokers who have 
heretofore controlled the price of the metal have always 
Ijeen on the bear side of the market, aiming to get the sli- 
ver- at the lowest possible figures, and deferring their pur- 
chases whenever possible with that end in view. 
Briefly 


stated the American Bull trust is meiely an offset to the 
.London Bear trust. 


.Even the Amei icnn government when buying silver 


Xiruler the Bland- Alison, and Sherman Acts alv, ays threw 
Its weight on the bear side of the market by refusing to 
'purchase at the regular market quotations, calling for 
Special bids and accepting only the lowest — sometimes 
inoL even them. As the producers of silver must generally 
realise qxilckly on their product in order to meet expenses, 
"while the consumers, can usually wait a while, obviously 
"•the silver situation has been in favor of the beais almost 
trom the day when the warfare upon the metal began. 


If the Democrats and Silver party men of Nevada could 


hav<> their way they ^ould ci eate a situation in which sil- 
Ver -would not be the football of speculation at all. It 
"would be worth just the coinage value, the same as gold 
'la, arid tlie same as silver was before its geneial demone- 
tization began 
Prior to 1873 silver was never worth less 


"'than it would biing at the mint where it was rated the 
"'lowest, and never more than the price at the mint where 
^3t was rated the highest. In other words, the fluctuations 
'were always bet-ween the highest and lowest mint valua- 
tions in the different countries coining siHer. 


Acorcling to the views of bimetallists in this country 


'»l£ the United States should open its mints to the free com- 
"ajve of silver at sixteen to one, that woul fix the price at 
'51.29 per ounce in gold. But if France should also re- 
lume coinage at fifteen and a half to one, that would make 
ihe value of an ounce of silver at the French mint about 
$1.33 per ounce in gold, and the fluctuations would be be- 
tween those figures. Silver would never be worth less than 
$1.29 or more than $1.33, for the simple reason that no- 
body would take less than the American mint rate and no 
one -would give more than the French rate. 


Under free coinage there could be no silver trust in the 


ordinary sense of the term trust, for the mint rate would 
fix the price of that metal just as it fixes the price of gold.
